dence here he won a host of friends, 
not only am ong the ra ilro a d men but 
from the city in geperal and all will 
be deeply grieved to learn o f his 
death.

He was 
regarded by the com pany as one

The funeral services will be held 
from the W estm inster P resb y teria n 
church at 2 o’clock S a tu rd a y a f te r ­ 
noon in charge of the M asons.

Elijah Goudy was one o f the few 
of W ashington’s “old crow d” of tra in ­ 
men. 
He began railroading in V in­ 
cennes in 1860 in the cap acity of 
freight brakem an on an eastern run. 
A fter two y ea rs of setting brakes, he 
decided to place him self in line fo r 
prom otion to engineer and secured 
the place of fireman, his first engineer 
being Is a a c A pgar. 
In two and a 
h alf y ea rs of this service he w as 
prom oted to be an engineer and as 
w as the established custom , w as put 
into the freight service, M ay 4, 1869. 
He later w as tra n sfe rre d into the 
p assenger service, continuing in this 
branch until his retirem ent. 
He, as well as the few of his >ur- 
viving contem poraries, w itnessed an 
era in railroad im provem ent and de­ 
velopment unrivaled by th a t of an 
a rte ry o f commerce. 
The original 
narrow guage track, the engine with 
the hand brake and tallow cup, have 
all given w ay to the modern steel rail, 
the universal sta n d a rd guage, the air 
brake, lubricator and the injector. 
Mr. Goudy w as born in A shland 
county, Ohio, O ctober 31, 1842. 
His 
father, Thom as Goudy, w as a miller 
and during E lija h ’s boyhood, lie was 
making a hand in the mill when he 
should have been in school. 
He 
worked in a woolen fa cto ry a few 
years, a f te r leaving the p aren tal root 
and being a lover of m achinery, lie 
applied fo r a place on the railroad 
and was put to braking. 
Mr. Goudy’s fa th e r was born in 
Pennsylvania in 1812. 
He m arried 
Catherine Hiser, who died in 1892, 
and Elijah w as the fifth of their nine 
ehildren. 
Our subject w as married 
in September. 1870, to L a u ra Reno, in 
Jackson county, this state, who s u r ­ 
vives with their only child, Mrs. John 
Dorsey, of Evansville, who was horn 
in 1873. 
The Goudys are of Germ an descent, 
s g ra n d fath er, Thom as Goudy, 
being n ea r to the p aren t stock and 
a Pennsylvanian by birth.

his widow 
and one 
daughter, Mr. 
Goudy is survived by one brother, 
John Goudy of Louisville and one sis­ 


ter, M rs Cassie Temple o f Lincoln, 
N ebraska. 
Mr. Goudy stood high in M asonry, 
belonging to C h arity lodge, 30, F. and 
A. 
M.,

92,

He also 
belonged to the B rotherhood of L o ­ 
comotive E ngineers.

President Asserts H is Belief There 


Will Never Be Another W a r Like 


the 
Present,

Would Hasten General Peace. 


Indianapolis. 
Feb. 
4.—President 
Wilson brought Ins preparedness tour 
to a close at St. I^ouis, where he was 
greeted by an audience of 16,000 Ger­ 
man-Americans 
with 
enthusiastic 
cheers. 
From St. Louis the president 
left for W ashington via Indianapolis, 
w here he spent ten minutes, but made 
no address. 
Ile was greeted by a 
crowd of almost two thousand per­ 
sons that surged about his private 
car, attached to a Pennsylvania train 
at the union station. 
"I have plenty of enthusiasm, but 
not much voice left," the president 
smiled, when some one shouted for 
him to m ake a speech. 
Bowman El­ 
der, president of the Indiana Demo­ 
cratic club, presented the president 
with a bouquet of American Beauty 
roses, a gift of members of the club 
to Mrs. Wilson, who was aboard the 
train, but who did not make her ap­ 
pearance with the president. 
In his Ft. Louis speech President 
Wilson 
declared 
that 
he 
believed 
there would never be another war like 
the present and that the war would 
hasten the time of general peace. 
He spoke at a breakfast of the St. 
I^ouis Business Men's league before 
going to the Coliseum for his prin­ 
cipal address. 
Governor 
Major of 
Missouri 
sat 
next to the president. 
The room was 
decorated with American flags. 
En­ 
thusiastic applause greeted him as 
lie rose to speak. 
"I believe the navy of the Unit d 
States should he unconquerable.” he 
said. 
"The greatest in 'lie world." 
The president declared that sub­ 
marine commanders abroad have in­ 
structions which for the most 
part 
conform with international law, but 
that the act of one eonian der might 
set the world afire, including America. 
‘ Froit the ocean there are hun­ 
dreds of cargoes of American goods. 
Cotton, grain and all the bountiful 
supplies America is sending out to 
th e world—and any one of those car­ 
goes, any one of those ships, may be 
the point of contact that will bring 
America into the war." 
For th" first time during the tour 
the president told how one set of bel­ 
ligerents was cut off from the world. 
He said this kept the United States 
from helping them as it would like. 
He made the statem ent in trying to 
show that the United States was real­ 
ly neutral. 
"America is at peace with all the 
world because she entertains a real 
friendship for all the nations of the 
world," he declared. 
President Wilson is going back to 
W ashington convinced that^ the peo­ 
ple of the middle west are with him 
on the issue of national defense and 
are prepared to insist that congress 
take speedy action. 
He expressed 
th e conviction that his mission had 
succeeded beyond his greatest hopes. 


Norfolk, Feb. 4.—Singing English

4.—Canada’s parlia­ 
ment buildings, rated as the finest 
Gothic structures on this continent, 
are practically destroyed, six lives 
were lost, scores are injured and sev­ 
eral missing as a result of a fire 
w'hich mysteriously broke out in the 
reading room of the house of com­ 
mons. 
Four men were killed when one of 
the stone wails collapsed, two being 
policemen. 
The origin of the fire is charged 
against conspirators, and while there 
is no concrete evidence upon which 
to base this belief, members of par­ 
liament who barely escaped with their 
lives, are thoroughly convinced that 
the disaster is the result of German 
spies. 
Hon. Martin Murrell, Hon. J. D. 
Hazen and Hon. A. A. M adm an, w'ho 
were the last members to leave the 
commons chamber, are em phatic in 
asserting that the terrible rapidity 
with which the blaze swept through 
the corridors, was the result of a 
series 
of 
chemical 
explosions. 
In 
less than five minutes after the first 
alarm, the whole great structure was 
in flames, and only a miracle pre­ 
vented the loss of hundreds of lives. 
The case is already in the hands of 
the Dominion secret service and wires 
are being kept hot to all points where 
possible conspirators might attem pt 
to cross to the United States. 
The fire seemed to break out in 
several 
rooms 
simultaneously, 
and 
five minutes after the first alarm the 
w'hole commons building was encir­ 
cled in flames. 
Attendants, clerks, 
members and officials were forced to 
flee for their lives, many being com­ 
pelled to jump from windows. 
The 
entire fire fighting force of the city 
turned out, but the fire had made such 
extraordinary progress that it was 
impossible even to check its headway. 
Sir Robert Borden was among the 
scores who barely escaped with their 
lives. 
The prime minister was work­ 
ing in his office when an official burst 
open his door and shouted to him to 
fly for his life. 
Sir Robert rushed 
from his room coatless and hatless 
through a volume of smoke and fall­ 
ing glass to safety. 
The house was in session at t he 
time, only about two dozen members 
being present. 
All of a sudden Frank 
Glass, representative of E ast Middle- 
nex, was horrified to see a sheet of 
flame literally sweep through one of 
the corridors leading to the commons 
chamber. 
He shouted "fire," but even 
then the members found themselves 
cut off by smoke and fire. 
They 
fought their way through falling glass 
and fire to safety. 
Minister of Agri­ 
culture Burrell, and several others 
being badly cut and suffocated. 
Several members of parliament who 
were in their rooms on the top floor 
were cut off by fire and smoke and 
had to jump to safety in fire nets. 
Half a dozen waitresses in the com­ 
mons restaurant were rescued by the 
fire fighters in an unconscious condi­ 
tion. 
Sir Sam Hughes arrived on the 
scene within a quarter of an hour aft­ 
er the first alarm and assumed com­ 
mand of the work of rescue.

ant assistance to the firemen. 
The dead 
bodies of two women
